REPORT OF PRINCIPAL AND SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT COUNCIL

Mt. Gallant Elementary has a history of successes and we strive to build upon each
success of the previous years. We realize that education continuously changes and we
face these changes with a determination to see our students succeed in our changing
world.

We have been blessed with a large support group of parents and community volunteers
who log thousands of hours of service to our school each year. The Mount Gallant PTA
is always at work in some capacity. In the 2004-2005 school year, our PTA worked
diligently to raise funds for new enhancements in our school. Purchases this year
include: new science kits for our teachers, additional leveled books for our literacy room,
a three-day field trip for fifth grade students, and drama instruction for our fourth and fifth
graders. In addition to the financial support our parents provide, during the 2004-2005
school year, over 6,300 volunteer hours were logged by our parents and community
volunteers. Our School Improvement Council and PTA work together in seeking the best
for our school. One of the major efforts of our SIC this year has been the development
of the five-year plan. We are excited about what our future holds as we strive to meet
the goals of our plan.

The students at Mount Gallant are exposed to a variety of programs and activities used
to help them learn and prepare them for the future. The Accelerated Reader program is
used to encourage students to read and we reward our students with special prizes for
their efforts. In the 2004-2005 school year, we were fortunate to have a Science Coach
for the second year. Through her leadership, our teachers have gained much confidence
in teaching kit-based science and our students have been exposed to new strategies in
science instruction. In an effort to increase the performance of our students on the
Palmetto Achievement Challenge Tests (PACT), we established an after-school
assistance program to assist those students needing special attention. Homework
assistance and remediation were provided for those participating students.  To assist
those students who needed confidence in test-taking abilities, a certified teacher was
hired to work with small groups during the school day. Students and parents have made
numerous comments about the benefits of this teaching position.

Mount Gallant is an exceptional school due to the efforts of teachers, parents, students,
and community members.
